Of the 190S fatalities, 67S occurred in 
the anthracite mines and 572 in the 
bituminous mines. Of the nonfat.il ac- 
cidents, 1.17$ occurred in the anthra- 
cite mines and 1,019 in the bituminous 
mines. The death rate per thousand 
employes in the anthracite mines was 
3.89 in 1005, against 4.23 in 1007: tBe 
death rate in the bituminous mines 
was 3.45 in IMS and 4.34 in 1007. In 
the anthracite mines 57 deaths, or a 
little less than 9 per cent of the fatal- 
ities, were due to gas explosions; 2S4 
or 4." per cent, were due to falls of 
roof or coal; powder explosions killed 
!3; mine car accidents 90; shaft acci- 
dents 13; miscellaneous accideuts in- 
side the mines killed 129: and $2 em- 
ployes wero killed outside the mines. 
In the bituminous mines 162 persons, 
or 2S per cent of the total, were killed 
by gas or Just explosions, and 263, or 
4C per cent, were kilted by falls of 
roof or coal. 


In 1SSO Pennsylvania produced 
66 


ier cent of'the entire coal output of 
the United States, and during the last 
twenty-five years she has 
produced 


about S.I per cent of the total. Since 
1902, 
however, the proportion has 


been less than half and it is doubtful 
if it will again exceed 50 per cent. 


In the production of bituminous coal 


alone Pennsylvania far outranks the 
other coal-prodncing States, the output 
In 1903 having been nearly 3% times 
that ot Illinois, -which, ranks second, 
and baring exceeded the combined 
production of Illinois, West Virginia 
and Ohio. 


Pennsylvania alone produces more 


coal than any single foreign country 
except Great Britain. 
Pennsylvania's 


production cf coal exceeds, in fact, the 
combined production of. all 
foreign 


countries outside of Great Britain, 
Germany and Austria-Hungary. Penn- 
sylvania's output in 1908 was 3.8 times 
that ot Austria-Hungary. 4.8 times that 
of France, and 7 times that of Russia, 
these being, lespectlvely, fourth, fifth 
arid sixth among the coal-producing 
countries of the world. 


M. R. Campbell, of the United States 


Geological Survrey, pieces the amount 
of coal originally in (ho 
auturaclte 


fields of Pennsylvania at 21,000.000,000 
short tons and in the bituminous fields 
at 112,574,000,000 short tons. The per- 
centase of waste in anthracite mining 
has been materially reduced by mod- 
ern methods, but it is probable that 
the exhaustion to the close of 1908 
has actually doubled the production, 
amounting to say, 4,030,000,000 short 
tons. This would leave still in the 
ground approximately 
16,970,000,000 


tons, which would be capable of pro- 
ducing, at the rate of 1 ton of coal 
lost for each ton mined, 8,425,000,000 
tons, or. approximately 102 times the 
anthracite - produced in 1908.

If for the bituminous production 1 


ton of coal is estimated as lost for 
every 2 tons mined, the exhaustion to 
the close of 1908 has been 2,945,000,- 
000 tons, which would leave still in' 
the ground more than 109,000,000,000 
short tons, about 930 times the pro- 
duction of 1908. In other words, if 
the exhaustion if 1% times the pro- 
duction of bituminous coal in Penn- 
sylvania, at the rate of production in 
190S the supply would last approxi- 
mately 620 years.

The Single Tax idea originated in 


England and wag born of conditions 
which have not yet obtained in Ameri- 
ca and which probably never will. 
-We can see no use for the system nere 
mnd now, but there are some converts 
whose leal in the cause batters down 
the' adamantine wn.ll of custom, o'er- 
leaps the wisdom of ages, bmsaes 
unceremoniously away all 
common 


Mnsf objections to the High and Holy 
'Theory of Taxation imported from a 
nation whose aristocracy owns a large 
•hare of the tillable land and "Keeps it 
in unproductive parks and hunting 
grounds. 


One of the most ardent advocates 


of the. Single.Tax theory in this sec- 
Hoc i» our friend, William O. Foley, 
now residing In Polot Marion; fa poli- 
tic*, a Democrat; hi business, a bank- 
er .and Insurance aj;ent. We will not 
unkiaaU..insinuate-that lie advocates 
,th* Single Tax because he, has no 
land to tax, as soma of our ungener- 
ous contemporaries might do, because 
we'want to be fair and'open and 1m- 
tf«rsonal In ttie discussion of the 
.•theoretical 
question raised. 
We, 


therefore, reproduce Mr. Foley's argu- 
ment*, aa follow*: 


. I" was 'pleased to have say name asso-

•"Pennsylvania and other capitalists" 
nas been oC any benefit to the public 
generally; but, on th« other h«nd,-it is 
placina>.an almost Intolerable burden 


*st summer, in the tnterval:between ; 
his being-, a Bepubllcan candidate for 
Assembly-' and it Bryan campaigner, 
Statesman. Wade H. .Echard 'Indulged 
a' little business venture 'here, at 
Point Marlon. Ju&t across the. Cheat 
from my front door there is an isolated 
bo'dy of coal ot 20 acres. Ten years ago 
tho farm including- this coal, sold1 for 
less than |12 per acre. In the ten years 
there have been' several transfers of 
this coal and Tjactr time tne price has 
been marked up. Nothing -was done 
in any of these transfers towards its 
development nor, so far aa I can see, 
has the quality or quantity been in- 
creased or chang-ed in any way. It is 
just as God flrst ^avc it to us. Mr. 
Echard came' along1 last summer and 
purchased 17 acres of this coal

the 
transaction 
would have on us simple folk tbo mort- 
e was not placed on record a.id 
heralded in tho public prints as was 
the deed. 


It Is true in all these transactions 
very little actual money has been used. 
There may be $2,000 to $3,000 In float- 
ing indebtedness for labor and material 
furnished. 
It is hard to ffet at the 
facts. Now if this sale stands, and this 
body of coal is Included in the proposed 
merger of independent 
coal 
plants, 


-what do all 
those transactions of 
"Pennsylvania and other capitalists" 
m&an to us -who are to do the real 
work of development or to those who 
are to feed and clothe the workers. 
The hJghest estimate I have beard of 
the possible output of this cool is 
7,000 tons p--r acre. That means that 
15 cents a ton must bo taken from the 
price ot each ton lor every dollar per 
acre-invested In this mine. "What ben- 
efit to us here in Point Marlon from 
this venture of Wade H. Echard and 
all the grantors before him? 
By thefie transactions it is proposed 
to rob tfaJa community of at least 50 
cents an every ton ot coal taken out. 
It seems to me that all these inter- 
mediaries can be dispensed -with. "We 
levy a tax to got rid of dogs. I wish 
success to the Harrison county, TV. Va., 
authorities In their efforts 
to- drive 


from their midst the "Pennsylvania and 
other capitalists1' who would traffic In 
their lands. 
This taxution of the unearned Incre- 


ment—the social value of land—that 
value of land which arises from the 
demand to have it put to its best use 
is a live question In England today. It 
has been brought before the people In 
the financial budget now before Par- 
liament. Ita discussion la arousing an 
excitement such ag hag been unknown 
there In a generation. In that bill one 
of the proposals Is to take for public 
use oue-afth of the Income in land 
values and adequate means arc pro- 
vided by -which this income is to be 
ascertained at frequent intervale. Of 
course it is understood that those val- 
uations are of the site value ot tho 
land—all improvements are exemptnd. 
In defense of this bill at a public 


meeting: In Southport, England, Pre- 
mier Asquith hod this to say which 
will no doubt interest the Harrison 
county, W. Va., authorities. 
Of this 
20^ tax he said; "'It is said one of the 
effects oL 
1 this undeveloped land duty 
will be to put pressure on land owners 
to sell their land. Perhaps 
it will. 
Is that a calamity to the community? 
Is that a contingency we ought to re- 
gard with horror and aversion, and 
against which we outfht to take all 
possible precautions and safeguards? 
Remember this, wu hear a great deal 
about this withdrawal of capital from 
this country. It is quite true that cap- 
ital can be drawn from one area to 
another and sometimes that transfer- 
ence to the other area is beneficial, but 
land cannot b'e removed. It cannot be 
removed, I say, and even if this terri- 
ble calamity should happen and there 
should be a transference of ownership 
the land is still there and the commun- 
ity will continue to enjoy It." - 
So m-jst think the Harrison county, 


"W. Va,, authorities. 


1£ air. Foley thinks '.'all this trading 


in coal lands has been of no benefit to 
the people generally," his powers of 
observation have been very limited. 
The. merchants and bankers and bus- 
iness meu generally ot ConneHsville 
and Uniontown will inform him better. 
Any trading oE any kind which 
in- 


creases tho wealth oC a community 
must necessarily in some degree, and 
usually In a very sensible degree, re- 
flect that prosperity upon all the peo- 
ple oC that community. 


Sir. Foley's quotation from the Eng- 


lish Premier's remarks do not sustain 
his contention about coai land values. 
The object in England, as hitherto 
pointed out, is to make the land pro- 
ductive, and the end probably justi- 
fies the means in that country' It is 
true, as the English statesman says, 
that capital may shift from one place 
to another, "but land cannot be re- 
moved."- 


But coal can be removed, and is re- 


moved, as statistics 
have 
recently 


shown, in an alarmingly .rapid manner. 
The Harrison county question was not 
one of land, but ot th'e coal underlying 
the land, which is destined in a com- 
paratively short period o! time to be 
mined out, burned up, dissipated in 
smoke, resolved into ashes, Its value 
forever destroyed. It can be removed, 
and it does not stay. 
The English 


theory does not apply to it. 


Mr. Foley will have to prove his 


case by another witness.

It promised to make the rates pro- 
tective, but to reduce them when they 
exceed the difference betwe.cn the cost 
of production abroad and.here, making- 
allowance for the greater normal profit 
on active 'investments here. I believe 
that while this excess has not been De- 
duced In a number of cases, In a great 
majority the rates are such as are nec- 
essary to protect American Industries, 
but are low enough, in case of abnor- 
mal Increc.sc of demand, and'raising oi 
prices, to permit the possibility of the 
Importation of the foreign article- and 
thus to prevent excessive prices. 


In short the bill is a substantial 


compliance with the promises made 
in the Republican Platform. 


The protection extended to Penn- 


sylvania products nas been materially 
reduced in nearly every important 
line, but sufficient protection remains, 
to make the measure as a whole sat- 
isfactory to our industries. 


The 'Tariff bill will not be satis- 


factory to the Democrats, but that Is 
not to be expected; it is not a Dem- 
ocratic bill. It will be satisfactory to 
the country as soon as its benefits 
have been shown by actual operation. 
The public is tired of Tarif? agitation, 
and it will probably not listen with, 
patience to any more of it for another-, 
decade.

wards. They have particular persocal 
reasons for this policy. 


In addition to this, there is a gen- 


eral disposition to fear the effects of 
continual "tinkering" with the Tariff. 
To most 
people there 
is enough 


"tinkering" as H is. They regard an 
occasional revision of the Tariff" as a 
necessary evil, but they look upon it 
as an evil always. The last dose was 
not any more pleasant than some of 
the others, and 
QOW that tho medi- 


cine has been taken they want the 
bottle put away out of sight. 


THE TARIFF BILL 
PASSED FINALLY. 


Thn country -vrill breathe a sign of 


relief now that the Tariff bill is .fin- 
ally enacted into a law and the Con- 
gress has adjourned. "While it is true 
that the industrial and financial in- 
terests bai practically discounted Tar- 
iif revision, the manner in which im- 
portant clauses were hacked and hew- 
ed in the House, and tne Senate, and 
subsequently by the Conferees and the 
President, gave the business world 
some uneasiness. 


The difficulty of framing a Tariff 
ll that -will please all the 'people is 


better understood by those who have 
tried It and studied it than by the 
mass of the people who have giveu 
the subject merely a superficial con- 
sideration. Even Tariff theories vary 
radically. The Democrats of certain 
sections, for example, tell us that tie 
Taft bill; is a force, but their "objec- 
tion to, It .seems to. be^ that it did not 
reduce everything on the dutiable list 
They are for the moat part committed 
to the dogma of Free Trade, and their 
idea of Tariff revision is Tariff reduc- 
tion after the plan of 
"Horizontal 


Bill" Morrison. The plan saves" the 
Ways and Means Committee a lot of 
trouble, but it is not the plan ' on 
which the Republicans promised to re- 
vise the Tariff, nor would itt have met 
the'wishes of the,people.-as!a whole. 


There Iar'a grdwfag~Bentiment that 


;he owners^ of .dogs should be held re- 
sponsible f«r their-conduct/to the ex- 
tent at least, that owners of other do- 
mestic animals are held under exist- 
ing laws. The. law forbids the run- 
ning at largo of the horse and the 
cow, the sheep and the nog. The dog 
shriuld be 1:0 exception.' He is least 
us/iCul and valuable, aud at times h.e is 
moat dangerous. 


In the meantime, common humanity 


demands that some provision be some- 
where made for toe treatment by ap- 
proved methods of mad dog victims 
who are unable to pay lor snca treat- 
ment themselves; and such1 treatment 
should always be ,on suspicion, not 
days after scientific examination, of 
the animal's brain. 
Rabies do not 


admit of delay. 


PA. AND W. VA. 
COAL AND COKE. 


Pennsylvania maintains her suprem 


acy as a coal and coke producing 
State, with West Virginia a- good sec- 
ond. 


There waa a time when West Vir- 


ginia aspired to flrst place. That time 
has passed. It may come again, how- 
over, when. Pennsylvania's fuel re- 
sources shall have become depleted, 
and West Virginia's magnificent fields, 
still developed in a comparatively 
small degree, snail have become con- 
trltmtors to the nation's markets to 
their fuller capacity. 


The bituminous coal fields of Penn- 


sylvania yield a greater tonnage and a 
better one than any other State lu the 
Union. Pennsylvania bituminous coal 
silll commands a better prtco than that 
of the other States. According to the 
report of the. United States Geological 
Survey, Pennsylvania bituminous av- 
eraged $1.09 per ton, while West Vir- 
ginia operators got an. average price 
of but 95 cents, during the year 1908. 


Tho question as to the 
relative 


merits of Connellsville and West Vir- 
ginia cokes was definitely and finally 
dt'tertnined some twenty years ago, 
when the West Virginia operators 
were brought to a realizing sense of 
the fact that carbon was not the only 
requirement in first-class coke. 


West Virginia has some good coal 


aud coke, hov/ever, and H is 
now 


pretty well settled that the Lower 
Connellsville 
coke 
region 
extends 


westward through Greene county and 
the Panhandle- of West Virginia per- 
haps to tha Ohio river. 


WHY GRES.NE COUNTY 
DEMOCRACY IS DISAPPEARING. 


Greene county is reforming. 
It has forsaken wild and woolly pol- 


itics and finance, and has setted down 
on the old Job of being tame and sane 
and woolly, with the result that Its 
wool clip this season is estimated at 
two million pounds worth three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars; all this in 
spite of the dogs, too. 


If the "Democrats of Congress 
had 


had their way In the revision of the 
tariff the 
Greene 
county 
farmers 


would not have been able to sell their 
wool at 05 cents per 
pound. 
They 


were protected in their pockets by u 
Repubican Congress In Its legislative 
entity and by their Republican repre- 
sentatives speulaly and 
particularly.

THE MAD DOG 
AND HIS VICTIMS. 


Fayette county is developing some 


interesting legal questions. The courts 
have just concluded a two weeks' dil- 
igent and exhaustive Inquiry into the 
standard of bituminous coal mining 
practise in this section, and now they 
are called upon to define the duties o? 
Poor Directors and the rights of un- 
fortunate persons who happen to be 
bitten by mad dogs running amuck to 
public aid and approved treatment to 
save their lives and present them 
from uecoming in turn a menace to 
the community. 


The Poor- Directors refuse to pay 


the expenses of certain poor victims 
of the mad dog who were sent to the 
Pasteur Institute at 
Pittsburg for 


treatment on the ground that there is 
no law authorizing such payment and 
tbey wouM likely be surcharged indi- 
vidually for such expenditure.

Well Known and Popular Man Passes Away on Saturday 


Evening; Was III Only a Short Time, 


George B. Snyder, brother of Henry 


P. Snyder, proprietor oi The Cour- 
ier, died suddenly Saturday evening, 
tallowing an illness of inflammatory 
rheumatism. His death was directly 
due to a cerebral hemorrhage which 
he sufferad shortly before 7 o'clock 
and his death resulted 20 minutes lat- 
er.

The epoch malcing cement poured 


bouse desigened by Thomas A. Edison 
may play an impoj'tant pan in the 
physical condition of the towns that 
spring up about the many immense 
mining oparations which 
require 
a 


large number of houses, and which 
are ordinarily built of lumber and of 
a sameness of pattern. 
The 
high 


price of lumber, the danger from tire 
that threatens such a building, and 
tne tendency to become 
unsanitary, 


are factors that work against the con- 
struction ot such habitations. 


The Edison poured cement house 


has beauty of outline, stability of con- 
struction, is wholly a sanitary dwell- 
ing, and may be built at a very low- 
cost, and in large numbers at one 
time. It is solid in one piece us if 
hewn, out ot stone. 


The molds have teen completed tor 


the building of these houses, and it 
is the present cost of the molds Lbat 
makes the individual houses out of 
the question, but makes them for a 
•wholesale effort at home making 
a 


feasible quality. 


Mr. Edison at his famous laboratory 


at Orange. N. J,, is working on the 
completion, of this plan-which has en- 
gaged his attention for the past eight 
years. 
The 
possibility 
of 
adding 


beauty to the house -without addition- 
al cost is one that carries with it an 
appeal, and also shows on Mr. Edi- 
son's .part an interest in the surround- 
ings of the workingmen, for whom 
these houses are designed. He could 
bare made tbe molds plain and it was 
RO suggested to him by many people. 
but he went on. the plan that working- 
men deserve ornamentation in their 
houses as well as anyone else. 


The hous-2 molds ;irc- now complete 


and-the houses will be put in con- 
struction and will mark an "epoch in 
bouse building ir. the world. 


The Cenw-.nt World has made a :hor- 


t'ltsh investigation of the Edisnn pour- 
ed concrete house, and says authori- 
tatively that 
the 
incredulity 
that 


engineers and other technical people 
acquainted with thr properties of ce- 
ment greeted" the statement two years 
ago that n i>oured concrete house was 
at. impossibility aro disproved. The 
most frequent objection or criticism 
cffered was the apparent impractibil- 
ity of pouring concrete into an intri- 
cate set of ipoltls and -securing a sur- 
face throughout Crte from imperfec- 
tions.

veys. 


The Uniont own-Wheel ing short line 


is about 68 miles long. It was sur- 
veyed originally by engineers employ- 
ed by J. V. Thompson of Uniontown 
and his associates in the coal and coke 
business. The road was to have been 
built 
by 
independent 
capitalists. 


About four years ago George J. Gould 
and his lieutenants offered to buy the 
right" of way, surveys, etc. 


With existing roads and others plan- 


ned by the Wabash, this would give 
the Wabash a net work or lines in a 
territory heretofore controlled by the 
Pennsylvania, New York Central and 
the Baltimore & Ohio. 


A long tight for control of the Un- 


ion town-Wheeling road followed and 
the holdings were finally turned over 
to the Gould interests for several mil- 
lion dollars. 
Many engineers were 


sent out to complete surveys, and a 
large amount of Uniontown property 
to be used as a terminal site was 
purchased. 
The panic and the ap- 


pointment of receivers for the Wa- 
bash lines have resulted in the Un- 
ionLown-Wheeling project being aban- 
doned by the Gould interests.
